While this robbery was taking 
place another launch train, towed |c 
by the Heng Shun, also bound from 
Soochow for Shanghal, appeared on 
the scene and was boarded in turn 
by the pirates. .The 470 passengers 
on this train recéived the same 
treatment as accorded the others 
‘and lost all their’ most valuable 
Personal belongings. None of the 
passengers of these two ‘latter 
trains, however, were kidnapped 
and all arrived safe in Shanghai.
